I cannot 
conceive of how this position, which is 
well known to alleof my intimate friends 
and associates, can secure me the title 
of boss, as they know I have not the 
Slightest intention, either to assume 
local leadership in the Democratic party 
or to accept it if offered tome by unit- 
ed demand. 

“An attempt has also beer made to 
put me in a position of antagonism to 
a new primary law. I have neither 
publicly nor privately opposed such a 
new law; in fact, I favor it. Everyone 
knows that within the last four or five 
years the primary system of nomina- 
tions has become deservedly popular 
and the majority of our officials are now 
nominated under the State primary law, 
which seems to be fairly well supplied 
with proper safeguards. No man who 
cannot win his nomination in a free and 
open primary could possibly hope to se- 
cure even his party’s vote and wuld be 
defeated at the polls. 

“I sincerely trust that a good primary 
law will be prepared, presented and 
passed by the coming Legislature in 
ample time to allow the people of both 
parties to discuss the relative merits of 
the candidates presented. Ninety days 
are allowed,. under the State law, be- 
tween primary and election. A much 
shorter time would suffice for the city 
election, but as the Mayor of the city 
ig Our most important official, five or 
six weeks will be none too long for a 
campaign. I trust that those having the 
new primary law in charge will con- 
sider this time element so necessary, not 
only for the present, but for the fu- 
ture 

“The Business Men’s home rule bills 
Were not creations of my own; in fact, 
I never took any interest in the home 
rule subject until it became a non- 
partisan matter by being officially in- 
dorsed by both the Democratic and Re- 
publican members of the present Legis- 
lature in their official platforms, sup- 
plemented by the express promises giv- 
en by Gov Major, both prior to and 
after his election. The Business Men's 
League bill is a nonpartisan and non- 
political measure. The chairman of the 
Committee of One Hundred, Mr. Sam- 
uel D. Capen, is-a life-long Republican. 
The bill has met with the approval of 
nearly all of our leading civic and busi- 
ness Organizations, together with hav- 
ing received, in a general way, the ap- 
proval of the four leading newspapers. 
There are some matters of detail 
which will probably require amend- 
ments in the cOmmittees. The Gover- 
nor should have the right of removal! 
for cause. 

“We have vigorously combatted what 
is known as the elective form of po- 
lice and excise commissioners. F irst- 
because there is no precedent for the 
election of these officials in any of 
the other large cities of this country, 
or in the world, that we have been ad- 
vised of. S¢ceond, because to elect these 
important officials might result in a 
combination of what would be known 
as the “gang elements” in both par- 
tles and the election of men who would 
permit the illicit sale of MHquor ‘on 
Sunday, and bring about a situation 
which would be most undesirable, nat- 
urally followed by reaction in public 
sentiment and make the whole cause of 
home rule unpopular. 


“There are those who believe that 
home rule will mean the practical abol- 
lishment of the Sunday closing law, and 
gome honestly favor home rule under 
this mistaken belief, while,others op- 
pose it because they want the law en- 
forced. In every address that I have 
made on this subject I have stated pub- 
Hicly that the saloons cannot be opened 
on Sunday by the passage of these so- 
called home rule bills. I stated this itn 
an address before the Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, as well as other 
organizations. The only way a change 
‘be had ts by 








against the violation of the Sunday laws 
was the election of Thomas B. Harvey 
to the position of Circuit Att®rney and 
his personal promise to abolish all lid 
clubs and enforce the law. 

“I spoke with Mr. Harvey through 
the entire campaign, and made oyr 40 
speeches in his behalf. In all of these 
I dwelt at length upon his desirability 
because he would enforce the law. 

“There is a strong and growing senti- 
ment for a new charter which will per- 
mit our citizens to regulate all their 
personal affairs. This will naturally in- 
clude the subject of modified Sunday 
regulation. 

“The Republican party has, for over 
a quarter of a century, in its platforms 
advocated what was called home rule. 
Since the year 1%4 the Democrats have 


‘heen more or less favorable to the plan, 


a home rule Dill being passed by the 
Legislature during that year. Since 
that time there has been a marked tend- 
ency upon the part of the Democratic, 
as well as the Republican, party to 
give our city complete home rule, ag it 
now enjoys home rule in all govern- 
ment. branches, excepting that relating 
to glection, police and excise. 

“Gov. Major will present the home 
rule question. to the Legislature, leav- 
ing them to decide the form of home 
rule, whether elective or appointive by 
the Mayor. This seems to be the only 
open question, tf the Governor’s prom- 
ises and the party platforms of both 
parties are fulfilled, which I ~~ will 
be done.’

The dog, 
which was chained in the yard, saw 
them enter the house through the rear 
door. 

Bobbie Douglas was taking his after- 
noon nap. Mrs. Douglas took the little 
visitors into, the parlor and left thom 
there to enjoy the tree and Play with 
Bobbie’s toys. 

Girl Tries to Grab Dog. 

Nina and Lottie were running a toy 
automobile about the room and baby 
Clara was in a corner behind the tree 
when the dog burst into the room. He

JEFF DAVIS AD | 
SUCCESSOR IN U.S 
SENATE IN DOUBT 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Jan. 3.—Definite 
arrangements for the funeral of United 
States Senator Jeff Davis had not been 


completed this morning, but ft Is prob- 
able the services will take place next 
Sunday, and that the body will be 
placed in the family burial plot at Rus- 
sellville. 

Senator Davis died suddenly at 12:36/ 
o'clock this morning of heart fallure, 
the culmination of an illness of several! 
months. However, his condition, ap- 
parently, Was improving, and yesterday 
he was at his office the greater part 
of the day. 

The death of Senator Davis on the eve 
of the ratification of his re-election by 
the Legislature creates a peculiar politl- 
cal situation in Arkansas, and while an 
authoritative statement has not been 
made, it Is likely a special primary will 
be called to select a successor for the 
full term, beginning March 4. As an 
alternative, it is suggested that the Leg- 
islature would have power to name the 
new Senator. 

Gov. George W. Donaghey, who wil 
retire from office Jan. 13, and Congress- 
man W. A. Oldfield had tentatively an- 
nounced that they would be candidates

Senator Davis complained of feeling 
badly early in the evening, but the fam- 
ily physiclan who was called did not 
regard his condition aeriously. At mid? 
night the Senator called to his son, whe 
was in an adjoining room, that he was 
ill, and to summon a physician. 

A doctor arrived half an hour later, 
As he entered the room, Senator Davis 
fell back on his bed and was dead when 
the physician reached him. Up to the 
time he called his son, Senator Davis 
had apparently slept soundly. 

Senator Davis is survived by a widow 
and seven children. The oldest son, 
Wallace, aged 2%, has been associated

Mrs. J. B. Wall Tells of Going 
From Matinee With Mrs. 
Hayes to Hayes’ Office. 





Mrs. Emma Hayes, a comely blonde, 
29 years old, and her husband, Merritt 
M. Hayes, 3, president of a printing 
company at 18 South Fourth street, 
were arrested in Hayes’ office at 10 Pp. 
m. Thursday and spent the rest of the 
night in separate cells at the Central 
District Police Station, ‘charged with 
disturbing each other's peace. 

Mrs. Hayes has a gash two inches 
long above her left eye, inflicted, she 
‘declares, when Hayes knocked her 
. down after she had agreed to leave 
‘him and let him devote himself to 
another woman, whom he confessed to 
liking very much, she said. 

Denies Striking His Wife. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Hayes ad- 
mitted Friday morning that he had been 
drinking and could not recall very clear- 
ly the events of the night, but declared 
he did not strike his wife. 

“Why, I wouldn’t hit that little woman 
for the world!” he said. ‘‘She fell down 
and hurt her head.’ 

Patrolmen Craig and Saake, who 
rushed to the office of the printing com- 





the office, but escaped. 

“My 
years ago after being married eight 
years,” said Mrs. Hayes. 
month ago we became reconciled and 
he took me to board at a house in the 
West End. A few days ago, while he 
was under the influence of liquor, he 
told me he had furnished the house for 
another woman and that when he was 
in her presence he seemed to be abso- 
lutely charmed by her.” 

Says He Kissed Other Woman. 

A permanent separation was discussed 
several times, Mrs. Hayes continued, 
end was the subject of conversation be- 
tween her and Hayes when the other 
woman entered the office. Hayes kissed 
the new arrival, Mrs. Hayes said, and 
plainly showed his affection -for her. 

Mrs. Haves said she then got angry 
and told Hayes that if he persisted in 
disgracing her in such a fashion she 
vould leave him at once and forever, 
whereupon he struck her. 

The policemen took Mrs. Hayes to 
the city dispensary, where three stitches 
were necessary to close the gash above 
ber eye. 

Hayes said the “other woman” ~ 
ferred to by Mrs. Hayes is merely a 
friend, ‘‘a dear, motherly old lady, years 
older than I am.” He said he took a 
quart of whisky to his office, intending 
to have a New Year celebration, nut 
‘‘made a fool of himself’ instead. 

A reporter found Mrs. James B. Wall, 

wife of a traveling salesman living at 
4507 Morgan street. Mrs. Wall said 
she and Mrs. Hayes and a sister of Mrs. 
Hayes attended a matinee together 
Thursday, ond went to the printing 
office for a chat with Hayes. Liquor 
was brought in, she sald, and the visit 
rrolonged. 
She said she was in the front part of 
the office alone when she heard loud 
talking at the rear and looking back, 
saw Mrs. Hayes strike at her husband. 
Hayes caught Mrs. Hayes’ arm, she 
said, and Mrs. Hayes pulled herself 
away and fell, cutting her head. 

Says Hayes Was Osly Friend. 
Mrs. Hayes began screaming, ‘He 
struck me!’’ and rushed to a telephone 
to call the police, Mrs. Wall said, and 
s few moments later the two patrolmen 
arrived. 

Mrs. Wall said she did not wish to 
be dragged into the affair and went 
home. She denied she and Hayes had 
been anything but friends, or that Hayes 
ever had been to her home except when 
Wall was there. 

When the case was called in Judge 
Kimmel's police court, Hayes testified 


2 pint and a half of whisky, each. 
“If I had known what I was doing 
I wouldn’t have struck my wife for 
$1000, and she knows It,” he said, ‘‘but 
from the looks of her eye, I guess I 
must have hit her. I don’t remember. 
We were all drunk.” 

Hayes was fined $25 and costs and 
his wife was discharged.

Civic organizations Friday showed a 
lively interest in the public hearing set 
for the afternoon. before the Legisla- 
tion Committee of the House of Dele- 
gates to discuss .charter revision and 
amendment plans. 

Most important of the subjects to b: 
debated was the bill to authorize the 


election of 18 freeholders to draw up a 


new charter for St. Louis. This bill has 
passed the Council but has been held 
up in the House until an expression of 
popular opinion could be had through a 
public hearing. 

If the bill: passes in the House the 
proposition to elect a Board of Free- 
holders will be voted on at the April 
Of the candidates the 13 re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes will 
constitute the board. 

After the freehoiders have drawn up 
© new charter it will be submitted to the 
reople and a two-thirds majority vote 
will be necesrary to ratify it. 

Roger Baldwin, secretary of the Civic 
League, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that, this and other hearings set for the 
House of Delegates in the afternoon 
will go a long way toward determining 
whether public sentiment favors the 
adoption of a new charter in preference 
to the amending of the one now in force. 

“The Civic League is joined with 33 
other civic and commercial organiza- 
tions. in @ charter league, which favors 
the adoption of a new charter,” said 
Baldwin. 

“Tt would be an ideal condition if we 
could induce every St. Louis organiza- 
ti and association to join this league. 
-hus far the Central-Trades and Labor 
linion and the People’s League have re- 
fused to come in. They are urging 
charter amendments in preference to 
the adoption of a new charter.” 

Three Other Hearings. 

Three other hearings on proposed 
umendments were scheduled for the af- 
ternoon. One of these amendments 
would make it possible for the city to 
acquire, own, operate and control public 
utilities including street car lines and 
lighting plants. Another provides for 
the recall of city officials and the third 
reduces the number of signers necessary 
to validate a petition to start initia- 
tive and referendum proceedings.

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—Arson as an 
fudustry is responsible for one-fourth 
of all the fires that occur in New York 

City. 
Incendiarism for insurance causes @ 
daily loss in New York City of $10,000. 
It is not only possible but easy to 
obtain fire insurance of $127,500 or more 
on “property” costing exactly $3.96. 
As long as the condition represented 
in the last statement continues, the con- 
ditions represented by the first two 
statements also will continue. 
On the foregoing Fire Commissioner Jo- 
steph Johnson is basing a campaign for 
such readjustment of fire insurance 
practices in New York, as, he says, will 
climinate the annual useless loss of 
thousands of dollars, much criminal less 
of life and the constantly threatening 
danger of holocaust from the torch of 
incendiaries seeking insurance money. 
Mayor Openg Campaign. 
The Fire Commissioner’s campaign was 
cpened formally by Mayor Gaynor 
at 61 Chambers street, where the Fire 
Department has installed an ‘arson 
exhibit.” The display consists of a 
small raised platform in the center of 
the room on which are the following 
erticles: One cuspldor, two kitchen 
chairs, one gas heater, one rubber tube, 
three sash curtains, two picture frames, 
one'soap dish, one knife, one fork, one 
salt shaker, one mirror, one dish and 
one tea strainer. 

The walls of the exhibit room are pa- 
pered up to the level of the eye with 
insurance policies to the numberof 135. 
They represent insurance to the total 
emount of $127,500. Every one of the 
policies was issued against one or more 
of the articles mentioned. 

In order to determine whether most 
of the reputable fire insurance compa- 
nies would issue policies to applicants 
without investigation, the Fire Depart- 
ment began on Dec. 11, 1911, to take out 
policies on ‘‘household goods” in various 
epartments which were rented from time 
to time in different parts of the city. 
The first apartment rented was one of 
four rooms, at 239 East One Hundred 
and First street, containing: 

Two wooden chairs, at 81 cents each, 
$1.62. 

One small gas heater, with tube, $1.25. 

Three sash.curtains, at 16 cents each, 
48 cents. 

One cuspidor, 9 cents. Total value, 

Heart of the Fire Zone. 

No. 239 is in the hear tof what is 
known to the fire department as the 
“fire zone.’’ In spite of some refusals, 
members of the fire department suc- 
ceeded in obtaining insurance to the 
amount of $10,500 on the $3.44 worth. of 
‘household effects’ at 239. BPighteen 
policies were obtained, three for $1000 
each and the others for $500 each, at a 
total premium cost of $6522. 

In only one instance did the company 
issuing the policy make any preliminary 
investigation or survey, being satisfied 
with the abnormally high premium rate. 
While’ the: normal rate is $2 for $1009 
insurance, in one instance as much as 
$10 was asked, and a policy at that rate 
was issued. 

In order to test methods on the West 
Side as well as on the East Side the 
fire department moved the $3.44 worth 
of effects to 69 West 10lst street. Con- 
siderable trouble was experienced in get- 
ting = flat for such a short period as 
the department wanted to use it. One 
or two of the companies writing insur- 
ance at this address sent representatives 
to inspect the premises, but none of 
them insisted on seeing the contents of 
the flat. ! 

No Inspection Made. 

In fact, in more than one instance 
the member of the fire department 
making the application suggested it 
might be well for the company to send 
someone up to look the risk over, but 
this was not done in instances where it 
was suggested. At this address $49,000 
worth of insurance was obtained. divid- 
ed among 16 of the most widely known 
companies. 

Had not a mistake in address besn 
made by one company,.the total in- 
surance on the $3.4 furniture would 
have been $50,000 at this address, 
Through the mistake a policy for $1000 
was issued for an address where the ap+ 
plicants had no effects whatever and 
from which no application had been 
made. 

The owners of the “household furni- 
ture,” who had what might be con- 
sidered an “insurable interest’’ there- 


- lin, were as follows: Acting Chief Guer- 
old in of the Fire Prevention Bureau, owned 


one 8l-cent chair; Assistant Fire Mar- 
shal H. W. de Malignon owned the gas 
heater, worth $1; First Grade Fireman 
W. 8. Howe owned an $i-cent chair and 
sash curtains worth 48 cents; Assistant 
Fire Marshal Wade owned a 9-cent cus- 
pidor, while Inspector W. B. Northrop 
owned a piece of rubber tubing worth 
25 cents.

IDECEMBER DRYEST SAVE 
ONE ON LOCAL RECORDS 


Rainfall Less Than Half 

Inch—River Des ‘Peres 

Thread—-County Wells 
Are Dry. 


The month of December, with one sin- 
gle exception, was the dryest December 
in the history of the Weather Bureau 
in St. Louls. The total precipitation for 


the month, snow and rain combined, 
was .42 of an inch, 1.81 inches below tne 
normal, according to the report just 
compiled by the bureau. 

The dryest December was in 1876, when 
the precipitation ‘was only .18 of an inch. 
Last year the precipitation was 2.23 
inches. 

There has been practically no rain or 
snow since early in September. Many 
of the wells and cisterns in St. Louis 
County are dry, and the River des Peres 
at Delmar boulevard is a mere thread of 
a stream. It has been practically dry 
for more than a month. 

The temperature for the month was 
slightly abeve the normal for St. Louis. 
The mean temperature was 39, and the 
normal is 35.5. The month as a whole 
was just one degree warmer than last 
December, which was followed by the 
coldest January and February in years,

PARGEL POST HERE 
SHUWS INCREASE 


Postoffice Officials Believe That 
the Real Rush of Business 
Is Yet to Come.

The volume of parcel post business in 
St. Louis, up to noon Friday, was great- 
er, according to Postmaster Akins, than 
it was Thursday, when 10,000 parcels 
were mailed. 

No estimate of the number of parcels 
mailed at the new post office, Eighteenth 
street and Clark avenue, could be made. 
About 250 parcels, including a basket of 
Jjaundry, were mailed at Central Post 
Office Station in the Federal Building. 
The list included a varied assortment 
ef merchandise. Among the larger 
packages were several little sidewalk 
coasters, three-wheeled vehicles, with 
lever propulsion, for children. 

Cost of the Service. 

One of the coasters went to Salem, 
Mo., another to Louisiana, Mo., and a 
third to a town in Texas. The fees 
were 33, 44 and 51 cents, respectively. 

The fee for the basket of laundry, 
destined to a town in Illinois, was 33 
cents. The same package could have 
been sent by express for % cents, and 
the sender would have received a re- 
ceipt entitling him to damages if the 
package was lost or ruined. The same 
guarantee under the parcel post would 
have cost 10 cents, making shipment of 
the parce) by that means more expen- 
sive than by express. 

Superindendent Frank A. Rehm, in 
charge of the parcel post at Central 
Station, said several laundries had made 
inquiries about the parcel post, presum- 
ably with a view to using it for ship- 
ments to their out of town agents. 

Notwithstanding the good showing al- 
ready made, the full volume of par- 
cel post business has not yet been at- 
tained, the postal officials say. The 
rush is expected when all the big busi- 
ness firms have been supplied with 
maps and rate sheets and begin using 
the new system. 


Hats and Eggs by Mail. 
Eggs, fruit, hats, hardware, jewelry, 


glassware, clothing, shoes and bric-a- 
brac were mailed Thursday by parcel 
post: The rush of business was so great 
that the force of clerks at several of 
the substations was found inadequate. 
University Station, on Olive street, just 
east of Grand avenue, received 500 pack- 
ages for mailing, and Field Station; 
Olive street and Taylor avenue, received 
170; Both stations were crowded to ca- 
pacity. Central Station received 600 
packages, and not one of them was ad- 
dressed for city delivery.

Your editorial of Jan. 3 is, in my opinion, com- 
mendable in its spirit. However, I would call 
ycur attention to the fact that under the pro- 
visions of the bill which I introduced in the 
Council and which is now an ordinance, the man- 
agement of the Municipal Lodging House is placed 


Mayor, President of the Council and the Speaker 
of the House of Delegates and this commission is 
clothed with full authority to expend the entire 
uppropriation of $2600 for the proper upkeep of 
the lodging house. Salaries for the three months 
during which the. temporary shelter will be in 
operation should not exceed $600, thus leaving 
$1900 to expend in other ways—food, cots and 
comforts, etc. I contend that when these home- 
less and friendless men do two hours’ work they 
have well earned two satisfactory meals and 
a bed. To give them less would be a shameful 
imposition upon those who, miserable and help- 
less, must sesk relief wherever it can be found. 

These men are generally “hobos” not “bums;” 
they are society’s problem and, for the most part, 
its victims. We have a civic duty to perform in 
their behalf‘and the most pressing part of that 
duty is to help the needy to help themselves; to 
show to them, in a practical way, that their 
necessities are recognized and understood and that 
the City of St. Louls does not intend to strike 
mean bargains with homeless men and boys—but 
instead, proposes to extend the hand of friend- 
ship and speak words of cheer and hope to every 
human being who thinks himself “down and out.”

Injustice to Employes. 
To he Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is a known fact that in wholesale dry goods 
establishments (and others. also) in this city, 
fines are imposed on employes who are late at 
work in the morning. Fines may be necessary for 
the sake of discipline, but they must not be too 
heavy. I know of cases where men and boys 
have lost half a day’s pay for being half an hour 
late. They had to work all morning for nothing. 
In cases where @ man or boy came at noon he 
was expected to work all afternoon, but was 
ducked a whole day’s pay on pay day. Some fines 
are higher than others, and-there seems to be no 


~| general system of placing these fines, and some 


men or boys who “stand in” with the foreman 
are not docked at all. It isn’t right either way, 
especially not if you consider that many of these 
workers do not get even a living wage. They 
miss the ¥6 cents or dollar very much on pay day. 
Wouldn't it be good if all fines were paid into 
a fund for the employes’ benefit, instead of go- 
ing back to the company? The Woman’s Trade 
Union League ask something like this for’ the 
department stores. 

Another thing: It is generally known that in 
scme shops men and boys. must let two weeks’ 
It isn’t right, 
but the workers can’t help themselves. 

It 4dsn’t proper, either, that men, boys and girls 
should get only 35 or 50 cents supper money 
for overtime, losing 2 or 3 hours. After the 
fupper is paid there is hardly anything left (15 
or 20 cents) for 2 or 3 hours’ extra work. 

It seems, also, that nothing is being done to 
enforce our factory laws for women. Of course, 
the Inspectors do their duty, or they would get 
fired. Still there have been no -prosecutions in 
St. Louis under the woman’s labor law, although 
we all know—you know it, too—that the law 
is being trangressed every .weék. 

Can you do something to investigate and work 
up: some cases along these lines? . You would be 
helping thousands of workers if you 4id.

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ID it ever occur to you that 
cleaning is one of the most in- 
teresting parts of housekeep-

ing? 
Yes, I know it is hard work, but it fs 
interesting, nevertheless. To take in 


hand a dirty room and make it spandy 
fresh and fair, to see the results of 


ter and dust and the restoration of or- 
der and cleanliness has in it a sort of 
satisfaction you don’t often find in what 
might be called the more ornamental 
departments of housework. 

But what is the best way? Well, there 
are several of them, contradictory as it 
sounds. You may have methods which 
suit you better than mine would, and 
if they are just what you want, far be 
it from me to attempt to unsettle your 
habits! But on the bare chance that 
you may feel that there is place for im- 
provement in your theory and practice 
of sweeping and cleaning, let me tell 
you of some of the things which have 
helped me in such work. 

In the first place, then, I have a sys- 
tem about my sweeping, both in the 
time and the way it is done. Certain 
rooms are swept on certain days, and 
I plan my other work so as to leave 
time for each room in a regular order. 
This does not mean that I don’t give it 
a touch between the fixed days. I go 
over the floor with a carpet sweeper 
when it is needed, and dive into the cor- 
ners with a brush broom after dust 
which is too apparent, and, of course, 
the room is dusted every day. But its 
thorough cleaning comes only once in so 
often—and I am careful not to get too 
tired before I attack it. 

In the second place, I have the right 
things to clean with. I don’t try to do 
good work. with poor tools and then 
grumble because I have tired myself out 
without winning good results. I buy 
my brooms carefully, not too heavy or 
too light—see for yourself which weight 
best suits you and don’t order a broom 
over the telephone and leave the choice 
to the merchant, but select it in person. 
I don’t get the green straw, for these 
have not worn so well for me as the 
yellow; and I take good Care of the 
broori when it is not in use. It is nev- 
er stood on the straw end, but hung 
from a nail—if the broom is stood up on 
the handle the brushy part may soil the 
wall against which it leans—and every 
day I dip the broom into a pail of scald- 
ing hot suds for a few minutes and then 
plunge it into a pall of cold water to 
which I have added a large handful of 
common salt. This stiffens and cleanses 
the straw and the broom is allowed to 
dry completely before it is used again. 
I give my small brush brooms the same 
treatment. 

Then to supplement the straw broom, | 
have a hair brush for bare floors, or 
else an old broom covered with a cloth 
bag which can be taken off and washed 
when it is solled. 

I have the best sort of a dust pan I 
can get, just as I have the best kind of 
a carpet sweeper, and when I can find 
just what I want for the money I can 
pay for it, I mean to buy & vacuum 
cleaner. In the meantime I have my 
brooms and brushes, a good supply of 
flannelette and cheesecloth dusters that 
can be washed regularly, 4& small, stiff 
paint brush which will go into the tufts 
of upholstered furniture, and find the 
dust, a beater for rugs and curtains, and 
plenty ef cloths for wiping off spots and 
for rubbing up and olling floers and fur- 


niture.

them from the room. Such furniture as 
can be moved out readily is dusted and 
put into the hall or the next room.

I have several 
of these, made of unbleached cotton 
sheeting, bound with turkey red, so that 
there is no danger of anyone mistaking 
them for anything but what they are. 
Large pieces of furniture which are not 
tanished are herded in the middle of the 
room, so that they won't interfere with 
my getting to the sides and corners. 
Then I close the doors and open the 
windows in such a way that I shall get 
the air without producing a direct draft 
to set the dust flying and start at my 
sweeping.

Cover the 
whole with a layer of pastry made by 
mixing smoothly a cup of sifted flour 
in half a cup of water. This pastry is 
rolled out thin and then wound about 
the ham closely. The bake pan is then 
filled with boiled cider and placed in 
the oven to bake slowly and steadily 
for four hours, with frequent bastings 
from the cider. Serve with candied 
sweet potatoes, baked squash and spin- 
ach done in butter, with a relish of 
apple sauce.

WILSON: CABINET 


President-Elect Says Montanan 
Is Fine Type of Man and Has 
Plenty of Red Hair. 








ADVOCATED BY SEN. MYERS 





Name of One Woman Has Been 
Pressed Upon Wilson for 
Secretary of War. 





TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 3.—Judging 


from the high praise accorded him by 
President-elect Wilson, Gov. Edwin L. 
Norris of Montana seems to have the 
best chance of all the applicants for 
the secretaryship of the interior. His 


name was formally presented for the 


place by Senator Henry L. Myers of 
Montana, who left the State House con- 
tident that his candidate would receive 
serious consideration. 

Following the visit of Senator Myers 
the President-elect said: 

“Senator Myers came to present the 
pame of Gov. Norris of Montana for 
the secretaryship of the interior. I have 
a very high esteem for-Gov. Norris. I 
have met him on two occasions at the 
Governors’ conference. He is a man 
of splendid: vigor and a fine type of the 
right kind of public official. He is 
aggressive and has plenty of red hair.”’ 

Norris, who was born in Kentucky, 
succeeded Joseph K. ‘Toole as Governor 
of Montana in 1907, and in the following 
year was elected for a full term of 
four years. His term will expire next 
Tuesday. ; 

In replx to a question as to whether 
letters had been received suggesting the 
appointment of a worman to the Cabinet, 
Mr. Wilson said: 

“I think, if my recollection is not 
astray, that I have received two such 
letters. One simply suggested that a 
woman be appointed, while the second 
recommended the appointment of a par- 
ticular woman. I will not give her 
name, as I do not think that she would 
care for the notoriety which probably 
would follow.’’ 

“Was this ‘particular woman’ recom- 
mended for any specific post in the Cab- 
inet ?’’ 

“Yes,”’ said the Governor, smilingly, 
“for Secretary of War, I believe. I 
ought to add, however, that her ap- 
pointment was suggested in the interest 
of peace.” , 

Progressive Is Suggested. 

Judge William P. Martin, a New Jer- 
sey Bull Moose leader, had a cc: “erence 
with the Governor and later suggested 
to the newspaper correspondents that he 
believed Mr.* Wilson should appoint a 
progressive of the type of Gifford Pin- 
chot or James R. Garfield ’o the Cabi- 
net. One of the correspondents asked if 
Judge Martin made such & suggestion 
to the President-elect. 

“That,” said Judge Martin, ‘‘is a lead- 
ing question, which I must decline to 
answer.”’ 

“If a Bull Moose is to be chosen, why 


not Col. Roosevelt for Secretary of 
State’? someone suggested. 
“No,” said he. “There isn’t room 


enough in Washington for Wilson, Bry- 
an and Roosevelt.’’ 

When this was repeated to Gov. Wil- 
son, he laughed heartily and said: ‘Oh, 
I don’t know. I think I could live ami- 
ably with my fellow men.”’ 

Before leaving the Stat* house, Sena- 
tor Myers went on record in favor of 
nbolishing the ancient seniority rule. He 
declared that Bryan is right in his plan 
to make some of the old-timers take a 
back seat. He said that the progressive 
Democrats would have the necessary 
votes to control the situation in the Sen- 
ate of the Sixty-third Congress. 

“Will there be a candidate to oppose 
Senator Martin of Virginia as the Demo- 
cratic leader?’’ he was asked. 

To Giwe Committee on Commilttees 
Power. 
“Yes,”’ he replied, ‘if such a course is 





necessary. I favor, however, placing all 
power in ‘the hands of the Committee on 
Committees. We do not desire to em- 


-barrass or to humiliate Senator Martin.” 





Askeil if there probably would be op- 
position to Senator Simmons of North 
Carolina, another reactionary, fo 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
Senator Myers replied: 

“Yes, I have heard considerable 
mumbling in the Senate on that score.” 

Senator Myers also declared that the 
present harmony in the Democratic 
party cannot continue unless President 
Wilson and William J. Bryan work to- 
gether. He said that he believed Bryan 
would be named Secretary of State. 

Discussing the revision of the tariff, 
Senator Myers said that notwithstanding 
Montana is the biggest wool-producing 
State in the Union, the people in his 
State favor the downward revision of 
the wool schedule. Montana, he added, 
is beginning to feel the burden of the 
high cost of living and believe that this 
can only be remedied by the lowering of 
import duties. : 

When Mr. Wilson was told that 
Washington dispatches had made the 
positive assertion that the special ses- 
sion of Congress would be convened on 
March 15, he said: 

“Such an announcement is unauthor- 
ized and untrue. No date has been de- 
cided upon. I have decided upon the 
date J will make the announcement, and 
until this is done no statement can be 
accepted as having the slightest founda- 
tion.”’
